IS A WONDERFUL WHITTLER. 
George A. Jones of Philadelphia Chal- 
lenges the World. , 
George A: Jones of Philadelphia 
challenged the world to produce his 
equal as a whittler. The. chalienge 
brought a reply from B. F. Clay of 


Fernwood, who offered in evidence a’ 
wonderful display-of bis work. 


Mr. Clay is 75 years,old and .a ma- 
chinist by trade. In the {illustrations 
given here are shown two varieties of 
chains, each of which he cut out of 
one piece of wood. 

The five-aided link, or anchor chain, 
shown is of cedar. The idea was 
taken by Mr. Clay from a watch chain. 
Another section of this chain is the 
eight-link production referred to above, 
with a fanay bit forming a pentagon, 
the hollowed-out inside containing a 
double loop knot made of the stick’s 
core, extending laterally when pulled, 
The pentagon, with five sides open, 
‘evolves on the core. 


A chain made’ 


of links, each con- 


taining six links, is of the twist va- 
riety and Jays flat. Mr. Clay has made 
many articles besides chains, such as 
tweezers, pinchers-and furniture sets, 
but he has made a specialty of chains 
and believes thet in that line he 
stands foremost. .

It seems as though some 
supernatural power had caused the 
fearful chasm that divides the rocky 
promontory so that it might visit or 
summon the spirits of the deep with- 
out treading a road made by mortal 
hands. In its narrow part the passage 
{s spanned by part of a large basalt 
nillar, suggesting a gigantic bridge. 
Farther on the passage widens: its 
dark sides tower to a greater hetght, 
siving a mere wild and somber mag- 
nificence to the seene, and at length 
the face of the mighty promontory is 
reached, where the northern ocean 
rolls ita threatening billows.

When at last a pope has been elect- 
ed three apostolic prothonotaries re- 
cord the act of conclave and all the 
cardinals sign and seal it. The car- 
dina] dean demands the new pope’s 
consent to his own election and the 
new name by which he wishes- to be 
knowr. (Tnis custom of changing 
his name arose with Pope Sergius III, 
whose own cogromen Was unpresent- 
able—Osporci.) 

Each cardinal releases the cord of 
tne canopy of his throne, which folds 
down. *No one may remain covered 
in the presence of the pope. A new 
ring—the ring of the fisherman—is 
given to the sovereign pontiff. 

The first and second cardinal dea- 
cons conduct his holiness to the rea 
of the altar with the masters of cere- 
monies and the Augustinian sacristan. 
They take away his cardinalitial scar- 
let and yest him in a cassock of white 
taffeta, with cincture, a fair white Hn- 
en rochet, and the papal stole, a crim- 
son almuce, and shoes of crimson 
cloth, embroidered in gold. 

The new pope sits upca a chair be- 
fore the altar of the Sistine chapel 
and the cardinal dean, the Lord Louis 
Oregiia di Santo Stefano, who is Os- 
tia’s and Velletri’s bishop, follewed 
by other eminences in their order, 
kneels to adore his holiness, kissing 
the cross upon his shoe, the ring upon 
his hatrévwhereat the soVcreign pon- 
tiff makes the kneeler mise und ac-

fought with Gen. Joseph Hooker, one_| 


time commander of the Army of the 
Potomac—the brilliant soldier in com- 
memoration of whose deeds an eques- 
trian statue was unveiled on the 
State House Park June 26. 

Col. Albert S. Austin is the only sur- 
viving member of Gen. Hooker's staff 


now living in Boston, and he was one, 


of the youngest-officers on that staff. 

“I lived in the same mess with him 
a year and a half,” said Col. Austin, 
“and I had for him an admiration and 
affection which few men I have met 
have even been able to inspire. 

“When I joined his staff as a first 
lleutenant I was young—very young
